Seven Amendments to the 
Proposed Charter of 
League of Nations Pro- 
posed by Former Justice | 
of U. S. Supreme Court. 


ARTICLE 10 OF CHARTER | 
“TROUBLE-BREEDING” 


Hughes Reviews Exhaus- 
tively the Terms of the 
Proposed Covenant, and 
Declares American Peo- 
ple “Were Entitled to 
Better Piece of Work.” 


New York, March 26.—even 
amendments to the league of na- 
tions covenant, intended primarily 
by their author to insure the Amer- 
ican continent against European ag- 
gression, to protect the United States 
from enforced administration of for- 
eign territory and to revoke the 
“trouble-breeding”’ guaranty of the 
existing political independence of 
member nations, were proposed here 
tonight by Charles E. Hughes. 

Some Minor Suggestions. 

Minor suggestions of the former 
republican presidential candidate 
were that definite limitation be 
placed upon the league’s field of 
inquiry, reserving to the several 
nations exclusive control of immi- 
gration, tariffs and other internal 
problems, that provision be made 
for the withdrawal of states from 
the organization, and that what he 
termed an ambiguity as to the re- 
quirement of unanimous decisions 
by the league be cleared up. 

In an address before the Union 
League club reviewing exhaustively 
the terms of the proposed covenant, 
Mr. Hughes declared that the Amer- 
ican people “were entitled to a bet- 
ter piece of work.” He said a mis- 

ake had been made in giving the 
impression that the document was 
a finished product with a good rea- 
son for its choice of expressions, 
when later it was found necessary 
to excuse it as a hasty draft which 
required revision. He added that 
“much would have been gained” if 
at the outset “part of the time ex- 
pended in its praise had been de- 
voted to its correction.” 

The Hughes Amendments. 

“The Hughes amendments,” sug- 
gested “aside from formal improve- 
ments,” were stated as follows: 

(1) Explicit provision, as to 
requirement of unanimity of 
- cision. 

(2) Suitable limitation as to the 
field of the league’s inquiries and 
action, so as to leave no doubt that 
the internal concerns of states, such 
as immigration and tariff laws, are 
not embraced. 

(3) Providing that no foreign 
power shall hereafter acquire by 
conquest, purchase, or in any other 
way, any possession on the American 
continent or the islands adjacent 
thereto. 

(4) Providing that the settlement 
of purely American questions shall 
be remitted primarily to the Amer- 
ican nations, and that European na- 
tions shall not intervene unless re- 
quired to do so by the American na- 
tions. 

(5) Omitting the guaranty (of the 
existing independence of member na- 
tions) of article X. 

(6) Providing that no member of 
the league shall be constituted a 
mandatory without its consent, and 
no European or Asiatic power shall 
be consticuted a mandatory of any 
American people. 

(7) Providing any member of the 
league may withdraw at its pleas- 
ure on a specific notice. 

Tenth Article Attacked. * 

Mr. Hughes criticised severely the 
tenth article of the covenant, un- 
der which the “high contracting par- 
ties” undertake to “respect and pre- 
serve as against external aggression 
the territorial integrity and exist- 
ing political independence of all 
states members of the league.” Con- 
eeding the argument that this clause 
had been included to protect the na- 
tions born of the war, the speaker 
regarded it “as a trouble-breeder” 
and not a “peace-maker.” 

It makea no allowance, he said, 
‘for changes in the make-up of mem- 
per nations which may be found ad- 
visable and “ascribes a soundness of 


judgment to the peace conference 
in erecting states and defining 
boundaries which nobody in the his- 
tory of the world has ever pos- 
' sessed.” 

Mr. Hughes declared that he saw 
neither “severity nor haraship” in 
the articles relating to investiga- 
tions and recommendations by the 
league for the reduction of arma-

Chicago, March 26.—More than a 
million members of the Modern 
Woodmen of America, the largest 
fraternal insurance organization of 


| the country, had their rates increas- 
|ed today to meet the abnormal death 


losses resulting from the influenza 
epidemic which caused a reduction 
in the beneficiary fund of the order 
from $12,000,000 to $700,000. 

On the present membership the 
increase js a flat advance of 50 per 
cent, and all new members joining 
hereafter will have to pay material- 
ly increased rates. 

Even this increase is said to be 
not a strictly actuarial adequate 
rate, but it was as far as the mem- 
bership could be induced to go at 
this time. 

The action was taken today ata 
special meeting of the head camp of 
the order after three days’ debate. 

Two tables of rates were adopted 
at today’s session, one for new mem- 
bers and the other for the present 
membership. The table for new 
members is based upon the experi- 
ence of the Modern Woodmen of 
America, is materially logver than 
the national fraternal congress table 
of rates. This will meet the rTe- 
quirements of the adequate rate 
laws of the various states. They 
are the increased rates adopted by 
the head ¢amp which met in Chicago 
in 1912, but which were repuditated 
later by the membership which se- 
cured injunctions in a number of 
states preventirg their collection. 

The table of the present members 
increases the present rates 50 per 
cent, beginning with 75 cents per 
$1,000 of insurance, at ages 17 to 18, 
and increasing by 5 per cent steps 
until $1.50 is reaghed at the age 
of 88, above which the rate is sta- 
tionary. 


70 AGT ON FARE 
INCREASE APRIL 2 


State Railroad Commis- 
sion to Consider Atlanta 
Car Fare Case at Execu- 
tive Session Called for 
Wednesday Next. 


Official action on petition of the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany for increased street car fare 
rates in the city of Atlanta will be 


taken at the next séssion of the state 
railroad commission, which will con- 
vene April 2, in the state capitol, it 
was announced Wednesday. 

The petition of the company, 
which was filed in the fall of last 
year, the petition of the city of At- 
lanta and the citizens’ committee 
asking for a reopening of the entire 
case and every angle of the matter 
that has been presented to the com- 
mission will be further considered 
by the commission at the executive 
session next Wednesday. 

Upon receipt of the mandamus 
absolute issue Wednesday morning 
by Judge George L. Bell, in the Ful- 
ton superior court, ordering the 
commission to fix street car fare 
rates in the city of Atlanta and to 
assume jurisdiction in this matter, 
the commission, which was then 
in session, went into executive ses- 
sion, where the matter was consid- 
ered for three hours. 

There were a number of official 
documents, including the decision 
of the supreme court in this case, 
that the various members desired 
to be. read before taking action, 
therefore the commission postponed 
action and further discussion of the 
matter until next Wednesday, when 
the commission will reconvene. 

Whether there will be a public 
hearing on the petition of the com- 
pany now on file, which asks for a 
6-cent fare, will be one of the ques- 
tions determined next Wednesday. 


Debated Question. 

Another question to be settled in 
the event that the commission con- 
siders’'5 centsa just fare, and denies 
the petition of the company, is, will 
the commission then be obliged t: 
fix the rate at 5cents? It is under- 
stood that one member of the com- 
mission holds that in the event 5 
cents is deemed a fair rate, the com- 
mission will not have to fix a rate, 
but will use the frranchise of the 
company now on file with the com- 
mission, which sets out that the fare 
in the city of Atlanta is 5 cents, as 
a basis, and will merely deny the 
petition. of the company for an in- 
crease from this rate. Others held, 
it is understood, that the commission 
would be compelled to fix a definite 
rate under the decision of the su- 
preme court.

MRS, EDDY DEAD 
HER FOLLOWERS 
APPEAL TO COURT 


Litigation Begun to De- 
termine Which of Two 
Sets of Trustees Has 
Control Over Christian 
Science Publications. 


SUIT HITS DIRECTORS 
OF THE FIRST CHURCH 


Alleged That Officials of 
Boston Church Are As- 
suming Arbitrary Pow- 
ers—Temporary Injunc- 
tion Against Directors. 


Boston, March 26.—Litigation has 
been started in the Massachusetts 
supreme court in an effort to de- 
termine which of two sets of trus- 
tees appointed by the late Mrs. Mary 
Baker G. Eddy has authority over 
the Christian Science Publishing 
society. On petition of the trus- 
tees of the society the -court has 
issued a temporary injunction re- 
straining the directors of the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, from tak- 
ing any action intended to 
interfere with the trustees. in 
the discharge of their duties and 
from attempting to compel any of 
the trustees to resign. . 

The trustees of the society, ap- 
pointed by Mrs. Eddy in 1898, are 
Herbert W. Eustace, of Boston; Da- 
vid B. Ogden, of Brookline, and La- 
mont Rowlands, of Picayune, Miss. 
The directors of the church, who 
also are trustees under deeds exe- 
cuted by Mrs. Eddy in 1892 and 1903, 
are Adam H. Dickey, James A. Neal 
and Edward A. Merritt, all of Brook- 
line, and William R. Rathvon, of 
Boston. Joined with them as de- 
fendants are John V. Dittemore and 
Annie M. Knott, both of Boston, each 
claiming to hold office as trustee 
and director with the other defend- 
ants. 

Doubt About Legal Occupant. 

The plaintiffs in their bill of 
complaint say that the first four 
named defendants have recently re- 
moved Dittemore and appointed Mrs. 
Knott as his successor and that they 
do not know which is now the le- 
gal occupant of the position. 

The bill sets forth that Mrs. Ed- 
dy, as founder of the Christian Sci- 
ence Movement, determined to put 
into the: hands of different sets of 
trustees the organization of Chris- 
tian Science churches and the work 
of circulating Christian Science pub- 
lications. It declares that the trus- 
tees of the publishing society have 
held and managed the’ property 
which came to them under the deed 
of trust of 1898 “exclusively for the 
purposes declared and defined there- 
in and solely for the promotion and 
extension of the religion of Christian 
science as taught by Mrs. Eddy.” 

The plaintiffs assert that thé af- 
fairs of the society have been 
“highly prosperous and successful,” 
and that they have paid over to the 
defendants in their capacities as di- 
rectors and trustees more than $450,- 
000 as earnings ard profits from 
their conduct of the trust for a 
period of six months ending October 
1, 1918. They point out that the 
defendants are directors only of 
the First church, known as the 
Mother church, and have no Official 
control of the more than 1,800 other 
Christian Science churches’ and 
societies. 

Gradually Assuming ® Powers. 

They declare that the directors 
since the death of Mrs. Eddy “have 
been gradually endeavoring to as- 
sume and exercise powers with re- 
gard to the publishing society 
which the directors never assumed 


or attempted to exercise during the 
lifetime of Mrs. Eddy.” 

Within the last few months, the 
plaintiffs say, “the directors have 
repeatedly insisted that the board of 
trustees (of the publishing society) 
should make open, specific and pub- 
lic acknowledgement that the direc- 
tors were the supreme and final au- 
thority with reference to all of the 
affairs of the publishing society 
and the management of the trust 
created by the trust deed of 1898.” 

The plaintiffs say that upon ad- 
vice of counsel they refused to make 
such acknowledgements and that on 
January 3, last, the directors de- 
manded that the trustees of the 
publishing society resign. : 

The bill of complaint then recites 
an opinion submitted to counsel for

Von Eckhardt Sails, 
Voicing “Gratitude” 
To the United States 


New York, Mareh 26.—Heinrich 
von Eckhardt, former German min- 
ister to Mexico, his wife and three 
children and Johannes Grunow, 
counselor of the German legation at 
Mexico City, and formerly consul at 
St. Paul, Minn., sailed today on the 
Holland-American line steamer 
Nieuw Amsterdam under a safe con- 
duct granted by the American and 


allied governments. The party will 
go to Germany from Rotterdam. 
The envoy, recalled by the Berlin 
government last December because 
of his connection with anti-Ameri- 
can propaganda in Mexico, departed 
expressing his “gratitude” to the 
United States for obtaining for him 
immunity from arrest on the way 
home and his appreciation of court- 
esies extended by American offi- 
cials, particujarly the department of 
justice, representatives in Texas, 
where he entered the country, and 
in New York. 
Herr von Eckhardt took with him 
$80,000 in American currency and 27 
pieces of baggage, whose contents 
customs officials examined minute- 
ly, even scrutinizing the hems of 
handkerchiefs. Secret service of- 
ficers, including a woman, who ac- 
companied the party here from the 
Mexican border, remained on duty 


Gasoline Drops; 
Oil Companies 


Ina Price War 


Standard Oil and Gulf Re- 
fining Are in Battle, and 
the Ultimate Consumer 
Is Getting the Benefit. 


New Orleans, March 26.—Filling 
stations of the Standard Oil com- 
pany and the Gulf Refining compa- 
ny here today received orders to sell 
gasoline for 19 cents a gallon,. The 
former price was 23 cents. The 
Texas Oil company, Liberty Oil com- 
pany and other minor corporations 
are maintaining 23 cents, it wag@ an- 
nounced here. Officials of thé oil 
companies here are unable to ex- 
plain the reasons for the reductions. 


Chattanooga, March 26.—On ac- 
count of an apparent price-cutting 
contest between the Standard Oil 
company and Gulf Refining compa- 
ny here the past few days, the price 
of gasoline has fallen from 24 to 
16 cents a gallon, the latter price 
being quoted by the Gulf company, 
while the Standard was selling at 18 
cents. It was stated here today 
that the Gulf Refining company 
would sell gasoline 2 cents below 


how far the prices would drop. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 26.—¥aso- 
line was being sold to cogsumers 
here today for 15 cents a gallon, 
a drop of 8 cents in two weeks. Tank 
wagons of the Standard Oil compa- 
ny of Louisiana were said to be sell- 
ing gasoline today to filling stations 
in the city for 13 cents and wagons 
of the Gulf Refining company for 
14 cents a gallon. 


Atlanta Would Like Drop. 

While Atlantans were paying 26% 
cents a gallon for gasoline, Asso- 
ciated Press dispatches from Mem- 
phis stated that gasoline retailed 
on Wednesday in that city at a 
price of fifteen cents. 

Other cities show almost as large 
discrepancies in price. 

This difference of, in one case, 
eleven and a half cents, with the 
Atlanta consumer on the heavy end 
of the price, is explained by reports 
to the effect that there is a “price- 
cutting war” on in certain cities be- 
tween two of the largest oil re- 
fining concerns in the country. 

Whatever the reason, local At- 
lantans, when informed of the big 
drop in surrounding cities, felt that 
they would appreciate a like dis- 
pensation from any cause. 

Local representatives of the re- 
fineries could not be reached last 
night for a statement.

JEWS BUTCHERED Dangers Caused By Delay 


BY THOUSANDS 
IN BUENOS AIRES 


“White Guard” Does 
Bloody Work in Argen- 
tine Capital — Jews Ac- 
cused of Inciting the 
Strikes. 


VICTIMS OF BUTCHERY 
BURIED IN ONE GRAVE 


Jews, and Persons Resem- 
bling Jews, Killed in the 
Streets—It Is Said That 
Even the Synagogues 
Were Raided. 


New York, March 26.—Thousands 
of Jews were slaughtered in a po- 
grom conducted in Buenos Aires on 
January 9, according to a statement 
issued here tonight by the Zionist 
organization of America, quoting a 
report it had received from the Ar- 
gentine capital. 

According to this report, a “white 
guard” was organized there follow- 
ing a rumor that strikes in the city 
was the beginning of a Bolshevist 
revolution incited by the Jews, The 
report charged that, with co-op¢ra- 
tion of the police, the “white guard” 
raided the Jewish quarters, “killing 
a number that cannot be estimate: 
because all the bodies were buried 
in a common grave,” Jews and per- 
sons who resembled Jews were 
stopped on the street, it was said, 
and even synagogues were raided on 
the ground that Maximalists were 
being hidden there from the police. 

The Argentine branch of the Zion- 
ist organization, the report contin- 
ued, finally succeeded in getting the 
police to end the “pogrom” after 
after it had asserted there were no 
Bolsheviki among Argentine Jews, 

Cable dispatches received here 
from Buenos Aires during the prog- 
ress of the riots in that city made 
no reference to a pogrom and one 
received two weeks after the “po- 
grom” is alleged to have occurred, 
did not mention any slaughter of 
Jews, but reported that an Israelite 
delegation had waited on President 
Irogoyen to protect them against 
“unjust atrocities and inexcusable 
insults” suffered by them. 

Although for more than two years 
disorders have been rife in the Ar- 
gentine capital, the most serious 
riot occurred lgst January, about the 
time of the alleged Jewish “pogrom” 
when.in trouble growing out of the 
harbor stfike which later led to 
nationalization of the port, eighty 
persons were killed and 800 wounded 
on the streets. 

Steady growth of “Bolshevism” 
was reported and following word 
that a Bolshevist army was invad- 
ing Argentina after a battle with 
frontier police at Port Natalis, chile, 


on a cruiser fur deportation. 


Referendum Suggested 
At Mississippi Capital 
On Wage of Firemen 


Washington, March 26.—The war 
labor board in a decision today rec- 
ommended that a vote of the citi- 
zens of Jackson, Miss., be called to 
pass on an increase in wages of its 
city fire department. The wage rate 
awarded by the board on applica- 
tions of the city employees who are 
members of Fire Fighters’ union 
No. 87, were held by the board as 
“fair and reasonable.” 

The wages’fixed in the award fol- 
low: Fire chief, $150 per month; 
assistant chief, $115; electrician, 
$110; automobile mechanics, 
captains, $105; privates, $96, and 
substitutes, $75. These wages, how- 
ever, before becoming effective 
must be approved by a majority 
vote of the citizens of Jackson, the 
case having been submitted to the 
board on this condition. In Janu- 
ary the wages and also the question 
of establishing a double platoon 


system were defeated by a two to 
one vote of the citizens. 

“It is not clear that the vote 
would have been the same as to the 
increased wages had that been the 
only issue presented,” said the award 
of the war labor board. “The board, 
therefore, recommends that a new 
election be held presenting the sin- 
gle issue of wages at the rate de- 
manded by the complainants in this 
case, which are fereby awarded by 
this board as being fair and reason- 
able, to be retroactive as of October 
2; oe

of the outbreak of a Bolshevist rev- 
olution in Hungary has produced 
something sealed panic in the 
Paris peace conference. The fact it- 
self has surprised those who have 
been warned repeatedly for the last 
four months of facts as contrasted 
with theories of the eastern Euro- 
pean situation. Nor does the Hun- 
garian incident complete the list of 
anxieties. Paris knows that the 
Bolshevists have conquered Hun- 
gary. It knows also that the Ru- 
manian situation is becoming crit- 
ical, and it has almost general tes- 
timony from those returning from 
Poland that Poland is completely 
undermined by Bolshevists. 

Last week, the peace conference 
occupied a large portion of its time 
in endeavoring to decide how wide 
it should make the neck of Poland, 
what the width should be of the 
corridor connecting the Poles with 
the sea. It found the decision be- 
yond its capacity, and the matter is 
still adjourned. — 

Difficult to Exaggerate Gravity. 

But while the peace conference is 
struggling to make decisions which 
might restore order and open the 
way to life in the east of Europe, 
such organization as exists there is 
crumbling to nothing, and Bolshev- 
ism is advancing, while the allied 
diplomats debate. 

It would be difficult to exagger- 
ate the gravity of the situation in 
Europe today as a result of four 
months without decision following 
the victory of last November. Then 
Germany was at our feet, prepared 
to accept our sentence, incapable of 
resisting it.

Washington, March 26—Belief that 
Pan-Turanianism is back of the dis- 
orders in Egypt and that the move- 
ment is akin to Bolshevism was ex- 
pressed today by Miran Sevasly, an 
expert on affairs of the Near-East.

He has 
been asked to decide the questions 
between the European nations which 
have had no concern for America. 
So he has arrived at his position 
here because he alone from the out- 
set has had clear and definite views 
of the objective which he sought, 
and that objective was his league 
of nations. 
Conference in a Deadlock. 
As it stands now the Paris con-| 


ference has reached a deadlock 
wholly comparable with the dead- 
lock which existed in the congress 
of Vienna at the moment when news 
arrived that Napoleon had returned 
from Elba. Conceivably the news 
of advancing Bolshevism will act 
upon the Paris conference as the bad 


|news of the landing of the great 


emperor. But more and more one 
becomes satisfied here in Paris that 
only some outside event can pro- 
duce decision within -the council. 
When the Paris conference met, 
Bolshevism was still east of the 
Dnieper, today it is west of the 
Danube. Will the arrival at the 
Danube suffice, or will the confer- 
ence of Paris postpone its decision 
until Trotsky and Lenine approach 
the Isonzo and the Rhine? These 


are questions frequently asked. Or 
shall we expect within the next few 
weeks the return of the German 
|} @€mperor to Berlin and his reincarna- 


tion as the champion of order 
against Bolshevism, appealing to the 
terror and weariness of the west? 

In any event, two facts stand out 
with growing impressiveness: One 
is the still unchecked advance of 
Bolshevism, and the other, the grow- 


ling paralysis of the conference of 


peace. It is still punctuating its 
sentences while Bolshevism is eat- 
ing up eastern peoples, as one eats 
an artichoke, leaf by leaf. But to- 
day for the first time an apprecia- 
tion of the truth is brought alike 
by the news from Budapest, Odessa 
and Cairo, and it is supported by 
the further news which comes from 
Warsaw, Bucharest and Prague. 


Bolshevism Breaks Front. 

A year ago the world was talking 
of the success of the Germans in 
breaking the western front of the 
allies. Today, Bolshevism has 


broken the eastern front, absorbed 


the Ukraine, separated Poland from | 


Rumania. A year ago, when our 
lines broke, we adopted unity of 
command. Shall we now? The al- 
lied policy against Bolshevism has 
so far resembled the policy of the 
Roman empire against barbarism in 
its last days. No longer capable of 
meeting the enemy in his own coun- 
try, the Romans retired from one 


barrier to another, until in his last 
ditch he perished, and his empire 
with him. 

Western civilization is certainly 
not incapable of acting, but so far 
has been incapable of achieving a 
policy. It invited the Bolshevists to 
Prinkipo eight weeks ago, and by 
way of answering the invitation the 
Bolshevists have come, not to Prin- 
kipo, but to Budapest. 

The conference of peace contin- 
ues to deliberate. But while it seeks 
to make an appropriate ending to 
the recent war, it finds itself con- 
fronted with a new war. Clemen- 
ceau used to remind us, day by day, 
that the Germans were at Noyon. 
Who will remind him and his asso- 
ciates now that the Bolshevists are 
at Budapest?

Enemy of Mosquito 


To Aid in Campaign 
Against Malaria 


Lieutenant LaPrince, the man 
who put the mosquito out of Pana- 
ma, and famous malaria expert, on 
Wednesday was in conference in 
Moultrie with Dr. F. M. Hagood, in 
charge of the state department of 
epidemiology, and Dr. T. F. Aber- 
crombie, secretary of the state 
board, and a number of prominent 
business men of Colquitt and Mitch- 
ell counties, with regard to stamp- 
ing out malaria in south Georgia. 

ieutenant LaPrince is the mala- 
ria expert of the United States pub- 
lic health service and its sanitary 
engineer. After the conference it 
was decided to start a campaign to 
eradicate malaria in this section by 
means of proper sanitation and the 
screening of all homes and places 
of business. For an area of 100 
square miles, most of which is in 
Colquitt county, the country is dot- 
ted with cypress ponds and in these 
ponds the anopheles mosquito is 
bred. These ponds cover from a 
fraction of an acre to 500 acres each. 
The malaria prevalent in this re- 
gion is the haemorrhagic or black 
water type. 

Last year this area of 100 square 
miles had a population of 8,000 and 


of this number 2,500 had malaria. | 
The economic loss to the people has 
been estimated by experts from $40,- 
000 to $80,000 last year alone. 

All of south Georgia is interested 
in the anti-malaria campaign about 
to be put on by the state board 
of health and the public health 
service, under the direction of Lieu- 
tenant LaPrince. The citizens and 
farmers have pledged their co-op- 
eration in the campaign. 


Twice Decorated, 
Negro Soldier Is 
Caught by Police 


Flutty Young, a returned over- 
seas negro soldier, wearing two 
Croix de Guerre he said were award- 
ed him by the French government 
for aiding in the capture of 43 Ger- 
mans and 15 machine guns, was 
among a party of negroes rounded 
up by police last night on charge 
of loitering. 

Young. who says he lives at 243 
Butler street, stated that he spent 
twelve months in the overseas fight- 
ing without receiving a wound. 
When arrested he was wearing the 
green cord with which the French 
government honors members of a 
regiment for conspicuous fighting. 

He was released with a copy of 
charges when friends reached po- 
lice headquarters and said they 


would later present his certificate of 
discharge from the service.

who ridiculed him for Pelinquishing 
his seat to a white woman in a 
crowded street car in Washing- 
a, i & 

Lester is a school teacher at Car- 
roliton, Ga. He returned to his 
home after the episode at the capi- 
t®@, but later was made defendant 
in assault proceedings. He was giv- 
en a hearing Monday before United 
States Commissioner Colquitt Car- 
ter and was sent back to Washing- 
ton in custody of a United States dep- 
uty marshal under a warrant charg- 
ing assault. 

It was stated at the hearing that 


there were several negroes on the} 


car when Lester surrendered his 
seat to the white woman and they 
all joined in derisive remarks which 
he at first took in a spirit of fun. 
Finally, it is said, one of them be- 
came personal, and the Georgia ne- 
gro made him a fit subject for the 
care of hospital physicians. 

Mr. Rosier says that white people 
with southern ideals of courtesy to 
womanhood should not let this ne- 


gro come to trial undefended and he 
has contributed $10 to aid in em- 
ploying counsel in his behalf.

A few weeks ago a 12-year-old 
lad, half clothed and weak with 


| hunger, led his mother and five sis-

fed, to the gate of the federal pris- 
on and asked Warden Zerbst for 
permission to see the imprisoned 
father. 

Inside, where even prisoners are 
warmed and fed, the lad told the 
story of how a merciless landowner. 
rad turned them from the little 
home in the north Georgia moun- 
tains, and how in the hour of want 
and desperation he had naturally 
come to his father for advice, 
though it meant a 35-mile tramp in 
the cold without a morsel to eat. 

Warden Zerbst, though he holds 
the keys that lock hundreds of men. 
from the sunlight of freedom, has a 
kind heart, and soon the hungry 
visitors were fed, and the next day. 
the lad was employed. 

Last week he again led his moth- 
er and sister to the prison gates, but 
this time they were well clothed and 
well fed. The brave little lad had 
gained in the battle against poverty, 
and another addition had been made 
to the citizenship of America.

TART REPLY MADE BY 
BROWN 10-GOVERNOR 


In reply to the letter of Gov- 
ernor Henry J. Allen, of Kansas, 
refusing an invitation from the 
South Carolina Cotton Growers’ as- 
sociation to attend a conference on 
the reduction of cotton acreage, in 
which he charged that the cotton 
srowers “are trading on the mis- 
ery of the world,” J. J. Brown, com- 
missioner of agriculture, issued a 
strong statement criticising Gov- 
ernor Alien’s motives for such 
charges. 

In his statement, Mr. Brown calls 
attention to @ measure Kansas rep- 
resentatives attempted to get 
through congress several months 
ago to fix a federal price of 20 
cents on cotton and also points out 
that cheaper cotton would mean bet- 
ter times for the cattle-raisers of 
Kansas. 

ss Governor's Motives. 

It is never necessary, in attempting to 
analyze a radical reactionary, to go further 
than finding what his motive is. The gov- 
ernor of Kansas, in this letter, hasn’t offer- 
ed one shred of policy from that state which 
is new; rather, he is simply tracking what 
Kansas already has sought to put upon the 
southern cotton farmer. It is necessary 
only, in finding a real explanation for 
Governor Allen’s position, to direct attention 
to the fact that Congressman Ayer, of Kan- 
sas, is the man who introdnced in congress 
and sought to pass a bill which would 
legally limit the price of cotton to 20 cents 
per pound; that Mr. Ayer proposed that bill 
in the face of congressional enactment which 
fixed the price of wheat at $2.50 per bushel 
instead of 80 cents, and at a time when 
cotton was bringing above 85 cents per 
pound. 

*‘No, Governor Allen hasn’t offered us 
one new thought from Kansas: not even 
new in the light of the fact that Kansas 
is a wheat-and-cow state: that cows feed 
largely on cotton seed meal and hulls: that 
the southern people now have an enormous 
quantity of unsaleable cotton seed; that if 
a bumper crop of cotton is grown this year 
there will be a glut of cotton seed at give- 
away prices, loss on the cost of production 
for them as well as for the staple itself. 
and thereby Kansas cows can grow fat off 
the lands and efforts of thé cotton farmers 
for nearer nothing than they are now doing. 
We do not believe that the farmers of the 
great state of Kansas want the cotton pro- 
ducers to sell their product for less than 
it cost to produce. 

‘‘But, anyway, the southern cotton farmer 
Ysn’t going to stampede because of Governor 
Allen’s bellow, and put another big crop of 
cotton on the market at less than it cost to 
grow the crop, knowing at the same time 
that he is confronted with the nearly 
irksome duty of struggling under a tax to 
pay off the Kansas wheat farmer at $2.50 


per.”

OVER APPROPRIATIONS 


A new plan, which has been fav-

'From the department of the Marne, 
|perhaps the most famous battle- 


ground of the world, certainly the 
best known to Americans, comes 
this report on the conditions and 
needs of the French population, 
which has returned to their wreck- 
ed and ruimed homes. -The Marne 
refugees number some 100,000. 

“Clothing and furniture were al- 
ways shipped to meet the emergen- 
cy needs of the returning popula- 
tion,”’ so writes the Red Cross rep- 
resentative in the department of the 
Aisne, which includes within its 
borders the famous Chemin des 
Dames and other battlefields. The 
refugees here are as numerous as 
in the Marne. 

“A package of clothing was grant- 
ed on the basis of a change of linen 
‘and a set of outer clothing.” This 
line is contained in the report sent 
from the department of the Aube, a 
district of passage with the shifting 
population of refugees. But the 
statement is qualified by the fol- 
lowing, which perhaps will bring 
some idea of the desperate need of 
clothing among the homeless of 
France and Belgium:

“If the fam- 


ily had come there since the first 
of March, or had been. repatriated 
since that time.” With its limit- 
ed supply of clothing, the relief 
agencies were unable to care for 
any people who had arrived in this 
district more than a few months 
before. The number of refugees 
here was 28,750. 

And so the reports of investiga<- 
tors go all through the dozen de- 
partments of France overrun by the 
Hun. The refugees, numbering al- 
most 2,000,000, need food and then 
clothing. Food they are obtaining 
through government, military and

Prior to the war the main sup- 
ply depot of Santa Claus was Ger- 
many.

That great fact of mental habit, 
or “the association of ideas,”’ as it 


‘is commonly but improperly called, 
‘is why tying a string around the 
‘finger reminds the absent-minded 


person of an errand he is to do— 
whenever the string is seen, the 


| resultant sensation travels over its 
former path and awakens the oth- 


er sensations with which it for- 
merly acted (those of the errand to 
be remembered) and the idea is re- 
built. So will one idea often per- 


sist in always recalling some quite 
irrelevant idea to mind—for in- 
stance, in my own case, the thought 
of a certain hotel in Cincinnati in- 
variably brings up the thought of 
a certain uncomfortable experience 
in my life, yet the two are in no 
way related in themselves. 
that hotel I met a certain man for 
the first time, and certain details 
of meeting him are the same de- 
tails that helped to form my idea 
of the experience some years later. 
Now whenever anything suggests 
that man to me, my mind recalls 
all the other details of meeting 
him, and as soon as those details 
come to mind in forming my idea 
of the man they also travel over 
the old paths that connected them 
with the quite different details 
forming my sad experience. Like- 
wise, any thought of the Cincinnati 


' comprised my 


hotel brings up all the details that 
original idea of it, 
and some of them are also details 
that go to form an idea of meeting 
the aforesaid man—so up he comes 
in my mind. 


You probably have a good many 
of such curiously associeted ideas, 
and if you wil] study them out you 
will find in every cdse they come 
from such a relation between in- 


dividual details, and not, as has 
so often been said, from the ideas 
themselves being associated. 


This phychological truth explains 
the slight measure of success that 
can sometimes be demonsirated for 
the so-called ‘‘memory systems.” In 
these systems the student is taught 
to think deeply of a person or name 
or fact that he wishes to remember, 
in connection with some arbitrary 


“code word,” a number of which he 
_ig supposed to have committed to 


‘memory. If he gets the two strong- 
ly enough associated—that is, as we 
can now see, if he makes a clear 
enough path from some of the nerve 
ends which brings the code word to 
mind, and some of the nerve ends 
that bring the idéa to be recalled— 
why, of course, thinking of the code 
word or symbol will lead to re- 
building the idea of the name or 
face or fact. To remember fizg- 
ures, the student is told to make 
each figure stand for a certain let- 
ter in his mind—make a path, 
again you see, in the Synapse be- 
tween the nerves engaged by ut- 
tering letter and figure—then in 
turn make these letters stand for a 
word or a phrase, and by recalling 
the word or phrase he is supposed 
to be able to recall] the number! 
You can see that if one should 
give work and attention cnough to 
such a system it would surely have 
an effect, but what a round-about, 
senscless way of going at it! Half 
the same amount of work—or prob- 
ably 
say one-tenth of the amount of 
work—applied directly to building 
up a good, clear idea of the thing 
to be remembered, itself; would have 
the same effect. Iam fact, I haxe 
never se@n, myself, anyone able to 
get much actual resalt from any of 
such systems except men who had 
unusually good memories to stert 
with. They are somethine like the 
lightning calculating systems, it 
always scems to me, which can be 
made useful to a naturally good 
mathematician, but are more trouble 
than they are worth to one who is 
not already expert at figures.

Arkwright Attacks 


Additional Bonds 
For Electric Plant 


Preston S. Arkwright, president of 
Railway and Power 
company, in a talk at the weekly 
luncheon of the Atlanta Kiwanis 
club at the Kimball house Wednes- 
day attacked the plan of the city 
officials in asking for additional 
bond issue to install a generating 
plant at the city incinerator. 

“Last year they were asking for 
$75,000 for that purpose,” said he. 
“Now they are asking for $300,000. 
They,give no explanation of the in- 
crease. No examination has been 
made publicly by any engineer. No 
report of any technical investigation 
has been given out. 

“Tnder the cloak of utilizing 
waste steam down there, they are 
really proposing to build an out- 
and-out electric plant to burn coal 
under boilers. 

“Then having hooked you to spend 
$300,000 to build a generating plant, 
making you believe it would utilize 
waste steam generated by burning 
dead cats and watermelon rinds and 
rotten vegetables and other city 
refuse: then they would come out 
and ask for a million dollars or so 
more for building the distribution 
system for which no provision had 
been made. Have they ever told 
you that yet?’ 

Mr. Arkwright also discussed the 
need of increasing revenue for the 
street railway companies. His talk 
yesterday was of a very similar na- 
taure as the talk he gave at the 
Rotarians’ dinner several weeks 
ago.

All Deliveries of Corn 
Skyrocketed to New 
High Price Records for 
the Season Wednesday, 
Then Decline. 


_ Chicago, March 26.—All deliver- 
ies of corn soared today to new 
high price records for the season, 
but reacted sharply at the last. Gos- 
Sip had been current that seaboard 
exporters were bidding and this fac- 
tor was afterward more or less off- 
set by bearish advices from Argen- 
tina. The market closed nervous at 
the same as yesterday’s finish to 1% 
higher, with May $1.48% to $1.48 % 
and July $1.38% to $1.39. Oats lost 
% to 1k. Provisions gained 20 
to 50 cents. 

Corn traders showed themselves to 
be extremely susceptible to bullish 
influences such as the gossip about 
export inquiry. The underjying 
reason was that no domestic stocks 
to speak of were readily available 
and that no movement of conse- 
quence was expected until after 
planting has been accomplished. On 
the resultant bulge in prices, how- 
ever, the wave of buying orders be- 
came exhausted and prices swung 
backward with longs in general 
striving to realize. The immediate 
bearish impulse in the late deal}- 
ings was a sudden fall in quotations 
at Buenos Aires together with an 
estimate that the Argentine export- 
able surplus would reach 230,000,000 
to 250,000,000 bushels. 

Elevator interest sold oats and 
made that cereal relatively weak. 

Provisions averaged higher with 
corn, despite weakness in the hog 
market.

Potatoes and cabbage advanced. Apples, 
onions and southern truck continued slightly 
weak and draggy. Beans show a firm fone. 
Shipping movement was still liberal, but 
decreased about 1,000 cars, compared with 
last week, reaching practically the same 
volume as prevailed for the corresponding 
week a ycar ago. Shipments were 6,667 
cars.
